Another case -was 
that of a girl of 22 years, -who 
Stung by a wasp bchmJ the angle o£ 
the jSw. The sting was at once ex- 
tracted and. amnsoaia applied. 
In a 


few minutes bhe complained of faint- 
ness and --voald ha.\e fallen it sue had 
not been supported. Her face assumed 
an expression of great anxiety, and a 
few minutes later she -was tossing on 
the be<i. complaining of a horrible feel- 
ing ot choking and agonizing pain ia 
the chest and abdomen. Brandy gave 
no relief. There was nausea, bat no 
vociitm? 
She rapldlj became insen- 


sibic, and died Df^en minutes after re- 
ceiving the sting. The most probable 
explanation of such case1- seeaih to lie 
in what is known as ifHcsvncrasy—tbat 
is. abnormal sensitiveness in particu- 
lar individuals to ceitam toxic agents. 
It is "Hell known, that drugs vary much 
in action m different people. What is 
a safe dose for one is dangerously 
large for another. The inability of 
some people to -eat strawberries or 
shellfish is another instance of the 
same phenomena. The active agent of 
bee stings is generally believed to be 
formic acid. It, therefor seems wry 
desirable that we should ha-ve more 
accurate information regarding the 
action of this drug on different species 
of tee lower animals, and through 
them on man himself
